A second explosion occurred at the 


plant of the Pacific Incinerating Com- 
pany, located at Twenty-sixth 
and 


Magnolia streets, last night, 
which. 


like Its predecessor, is believed to have 
been the work of miscreants. In fact, 
Superintendent F. J. Melbourne said 
that the explosion was not unexpected, 
as he had been warned twenty-four 
hours previous that "something would 
be done." 
It is believed that a bomb had been 


placed in one of the refuse wagons 
by one of the scavengers, v, ho resist- 
ed the injunction ot the Federal Court, 
served on them yesterday moinmg. 


The explosion occurred about a half 


hour after the fire 
had been started 


in the furnace, which is used exclu- 
sively for hurtling paper. 
This tur- 


nace is 30 feet long, 6 feet high and 6 


• feet wide. 
The head burner v,ent to 


the furnace in which the fire was go- 
ing for the purpose ot' stirring the Tire 
with a long iron poker. He 
opened 


the furnace door ami 
was 
thus en- 


gaged when there was a sudden flash 
and loud noise, and 
the burner was 


thrown across t'ne furnace room 
and 


struck the opposite wall. 
The fall 


stunned him and when he regained his 
understanding of things the other em- 
ployes had picked him up. 
He was 


badly shaken but will be all right in 
a day or so. 
He says that he remembers seeing a 


sparkling, 
sputtering light 
moving 


along In the furnace as a fuse might 
appear, just before the explosion. The 
injury to the furnace was slight, being, 
principally the breaking o£ about five 
grate bars. 
Ever since the other explosion, which 


occurred about a month ago, the com- 
pany has been taking precautions to 
prevent just such an occurrence. 
It 


has been the rule to spread out every 
load of garbage 
v* hich was brought 


in, and rake it over thoroughly in or- 
der 
to discover any explosives that 


might he hidden in the wagons. Yes- 
terday morning, however, this piecati- 
tion was overlooked in the case of one 
load of paper, 
owing to the strong 


wind, that made such an examination 
difficult. 
This load of paper v>ent Into 


the furnace where the explosion oc- 
curred. 
There are 
a number of 
furnaces 


such as the 
damaged one, and they 


are arranged in a row on one side of 
the plant. 
They aie walled up with 


fire brick and a driveway runs along 
level with the top of the furnaces.

River and ascertain the needs of this 
locality, and show the people of 
the 


State that the statement I made in this 
Assembly chamber when I received at 
your hands the nomination 
for 
the 


great office of United States Senator, 
that I did not represent.a section, but 
that I represented the entire State of 
California,—and

every locality in this State would re-

A Pitiful Retribution. 


The aged wife creeping home disgraced to the consolation and 


protection of the husband whose money she had stolen to waste on a 
youthful paramour and on whose head she had brought unmerited 
shame is a pathetic but stern example of the fact that the way of the 
transgressor is hard. What a terrible price this poor woman has paid 
ior her weakness! But if it be said that her punishment is just, what 
is to be, said of the equally heavy chastisement placed on her innocent 
husband? Here we see again illustrated the working of that primal 
law which makes the innocent suffer"with the guilty, and often causes 
the sins of the unworthy to bear hardest on those 
entirely^, worthy. 


"The sins if the father shall be visited upon the children, even unto the 
third and fourth generation," says the Bible. This has been construed 
by stern moralists to mean that the Almighty punished the innocent 
descendants for the transgressions of the ancestor. 
No such conclu- 


sion can rationally be drawn. The Bible plainly intends to warn all 
mankind that the penalties of wrong-doing are not paid alone by the 
wrongdoer but by those whom he holds most dear as well. The moth- 
er who violates her vows disgraces her innocent children and often 
drags them down to her own degraded level. Dissolute men leave to 
their children a horrible legacy of shame and disease. Everywhere we 
see the innocent suffering for the offenses of the wicked. The warning 
of the Bible is an appeal to be merciful to those we love and refrain 
from the commission of deeds which must inflict sorrow and suffering 
upon others. 


The proposition tentatively advanced that the State issue $20,000,- 


ooo bonds for various public improvements can hardly be considered 
Seriously. However advisable it might be, it is clear that the press 
and the people are strongly against it. If submitted to the voters 
it would be overwhelmingly defeated at the polls, and it would be a 
useless trouble and expense to submit it. 


The passage of the railway rate regulation bill in the House of 


Representatives was signalized by several noteworthy circumstances. 
Only seventeen votes \\ere recorded against the measure. During the 
debate several Democratic speakers eulogized the President, and more 
than one Democratic member denounced the furtive methods of the 
minority leader. John Sharp Williams, who was specifically accused of 
bringing in a substitute for the majority report of the committee that 
failed to meet the wishes of the majority of Democrats. The disposi- 
tion of the Democrats to rally to the support of Roosevelt and the 
'(desire exhibited to return to the leadership of William J. Bryan are 
significant. 
It is clea.r that the brief ascendancy in the Democratic 


party of the Wall street clique is at an end. Defeat has soured Demo- 
cratic sentiment and exposure of the ulterior purposes of the Belmont 
cabal has disgusted the rank and file of the party. Bryan is at least 
honest in his opinions, and is characteristically frank and manly in 
stating them. There is too much subtlety and concealment about the 
so-called "conservative element." Their actions all indicate that some- 
body behind the scenes is pulling the strings. 


An Extraordinary Proceeding. 


It is now settled that Bunkers, French, Emmons and Wright, the 


four Senators charged with soliciting and accepting bribes through 
Joseph S. Jordan, \\ill have to stand trial before the Superior Court of 
Sacramento count}. Conviction means a, term in the State Prison and 
the loss of civil rights. 


While the accused Senators are facing a criminal prosecution on 


one side, thej are the subjects of an investigation at the hands of their 
colleagues, "if found b> the Senate to be guilty of the charges brought 
against them the penalty will be expulsion from the Senate in dis- 
grace. The action of the Senate, therefore, has a direct bearing on 
the criminal prosecution instituted by the District Attorney of Sacra- 
mento. 
, 


Yet the Senate has declined by a decisive vote to hear the ac- 


cused men testify in their own defense. This action has been taken 
because District Attorney Seymour protested that to allow them to be 
sworn in their own defense would render them immune from criminal 
prosecution. 
r 


While the right of an accused person to be heard in his own defense 


is fundamental, the Senate was compelled to either deny this right or 
quash the indictment. It is a close question, and gives rise to a pe- 
culiar situation. 


The vote by which the accused Senators were refused the privi- 


lege of testifying in their own behalf, indicates that a majority of the 
Senate have already decided that the defendants arc guilty and should 
be expelled. A resolution to this effect, if adopted, would deprive the 
accused of their seats and send them to the court for trial with the 
stigma of a, conviction already attaching to them. 


Such a condition is anomalous and contradictory to the spirit of 


American jurisprudence. 
It has no precedent in the annals of this 


State, or any other State, so far as we know. The Senate of the 
United State's refused to expel Senator Burton, who was convicted of 
a similar offense even after he was convicted in a Federal court. In 
the case of Senator Dietrich of Nebraska, the Senate refused to even 
examine into the matter till after he had been acquitted and he had 
himself demanded an investigation. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon is now under indictment found in a 


Federal court charging him with accepting bribes to aid in further- 
ing land frauds, but the Senate has taken no notice of the case fur- 
ther than to listen to Mitchell's statement in his own behalf. 


It appears, therefore, that the State Senate of California is much 


more solicitous of its honor than the Senate of the United States. _ 


That a. legislative body should summarily declare some 
of 
its 


members guilty of felony without granting them a full hearing is re- 
markable,"but "that this should be done that they shall be tried crim- 
inally is still more remarkable. It is a case without-a parallel. 


It must be said, however, that the case against the accused^ looks 


black enough, but a prima facie case is not always conclusive of 


guilt. 
Not a Live Question. 


The editor of the Nevada City Miner-Transcript must be in the 


habit of reading what our contemporaries across the harbor have to say 
about dismembering the county, annexation, etc., or he would not in- 
dulge in such statements as the following: 


"We have not heard much of that county division bill from Ala- 


mecla county. What has become of it? Probably its promoters are 
awaiting their chance. It is sometimes good policy to lie back until 
the last moment and then just hustle. That is the way the San Jose 
people did the time they rushed the proposition thrqugh to move the 
Capital from Sacramento to San Jose. They waited until the last 
Saturday night of the session, and then they did sweat. 
They won 


out, too, and only the Supreme Court saved -the old town on the river 
from ceasing to be the seat of the State government. The court's was 
a rather far-fetched decision, too, in the opinion of many good law- 
yers."The division of Alameda county is not a serious question at this 
time. In the future the county will be divided by the municipalities 
clustering around Oakland being consolidated into a city and county. 
But that is a remote consummation. 
At present the proposition is 


only in the academic stage.

Speaker Cannon Bars the Door. 


Speaker Cannon's obstinacy and arbitrariness 
ha.ve practically 


killed all hope of passing the bill to admit Oklahoma and New Mejdco 
into the Lfnion at this session. He has put forth all the 
tremendous 


powers at the command of the Speaker to force the joining together of 
Arizona and New Mexico as one State in spite of the protests of the in- 
habitants of both Territories and the will of a majority of the House of 
Representatives. He -has not succeeded in doing so, but his attempt to 
force his opinions, on the House has made it impossible for the State- 
hood bill to pass. 


There may be some reason in not admitting Arizona 
and New 


Mexico at this time, but keeping Oklahoma out rs an act'or flagrant 
injustice. It denies a prosperous commonwealth oLnearly one million 
people a right that is fundamental. Oklahoma and the Indian Terri- 
tory, which are to be combined as one State, contain more inhabitants 
than Vermont, Neyv Hampshire and Delaware pit together, yet Con- 
gress allows itself to be bullied into a failure to do its duty. 
t 


It is gratifying to note that the Republican members from Cali- 


fornia stood solidly against the Speaker's arrogant attempt to dictate 
the time and terms of legislation so fundamentally important to this 
section of the Union. Mr. Cannon is an honest, sincere man, but he 
is also narrow, obstinate, self-willed and lacking in ethical, perception. 


With all his lovable characteristics he is an intense partisan; and 


his spirit of partisanship is often fired by a rough egotism which scorns 
nice distinctions and is frankly contemptuous of culture. As Speaker 
of the House he is developing qualities as a dictator which smack un- 
pleasantly of ignorance and the village caucus. 


Sooner or later it will become necessary for the House to resume 


control over its own deliberations, and not be hauled around by the 
ears by a country schoolmaster.

The trou- 
ble began when a large body of strik- 
ing m,iners tried to force the furnace 
men of tne iron works to put out the 
fires and join the strikers. The mob 
became violent, broke down a 
fence 


and forced an entrance into the works, 
which were guarded by two companies 
of infantry. The officers ordered the 
crowd, to leave but 
they 
refused. 


Suddenly a striker drew a* large 
| knife, and rushed at an 
officer. 


The soldiers then fired <>n the mob, 
which immediately fled, leaving 
the 


dead and weunded."- 


The Governor added that no other 


| shooting had oeen reported and that 
quiet had been restored in the city. 
There are 50,000 men on strike in the 
Sosnovice district.

My attention has been recently di- ,

I am not now re- 
ferring to those less fortunate sisters 
who are employed down town, and Are 
forced by necessity to ride home dur- 
ing the rush hours, but to the more 
fortunate, whose "greatest anxiety'in 
life is to spend more money and wear 
better clothes than their neighbors.

Water Company has sent to each v oter 
in Oakland a neatly 'printed copy of 
its proposition, as an inducement to 
vote to it the bonds of the city for a 
municipal water supply. This state- 
ment covers only the legal phase of the 
subject, and frankly admits that the 
Bay Cities Company has not a mer- 
chantable title to anything the 
city 


wants to buy 
It promises, however, 


to repay the cost of the bond election 
and any other expenses of the city, if 
it fails to obtain a merchantable title, 
and to give a bond of one million to 
protect such repajment. It proposes 
also that the money procured by sale 
ot the bonds shall bo put in escrow, to 
wait for such title. 


It is not necessary to comment upon 


the business features of this proposi- 
tion. There are no business men who 
will tie up nearly $4,000,000 in escrow, 
to lie dead an indefinite period, waiting 
for the creation of a title, where it is 
admitted that none exists. It there be 
any reason why the city should do so 
it is not disclosed When the money 
for the bonds goes into escro\\, the 
people begin paying interest on it at 
the late of $150.000'a year, and as the 
construction of the distiibuting system 
must go on at the same time, payment 
of interest on the $2,000,000 to be voted 
for that must begin, making the total 
annual interest charge'on the taxpay- 
ers ?2SO;000, In addition to the tax for 
the sinking fund on the 
whole bond 


issue. Some may reply to this 
that 


the 53,750,000 to be ultimately paid to 
the Bay Cities Company, when it finds 
a merchantable title, may be put out 
at interest. But money 
in 
escrow 


cannot be put out at interest. 


However, these legal features, 
in 


which the proposition deals exclusive- 
ly, are hardly less important to the 
people of Oakland than the physical 
features to which the company makes 
no reference. These feat-aces go to the 
quality, sufficiency and efficiency of the 
water supply and the construction of 
the proposed plant. 
Tile Bay Cities 


Company does not own any of the two 
water sheds from which its supply is 
to be derived. 
The land composing 


them is in private ownership and is 
used for stock range. The foundation 
of the proposed dams has not been 
examined and it is riot known whether 
it is shale on edge, adobe'or" rock in 
horizontal strata. 


After the water is impounded in tne 


reservoir it is tb be taken out by a 
weir and discharged into a creek bed, 
down which it will flow thirteen miles, 
to the intake of the pipe. This pipe, 
nearly sixty miles long, is to be made 
of wooden staves, 
presumably red- 


wood. For several miles this pipe will 
lie at the bottom of a vast Spring Val- 
ley reservoir, under forty or sixty feet 
of water. This wooden pipe will not 
deliver a gravity supply on the city 
line of Oakland. At the point of de- 


creek for a water ditch. Expert Fitz- 
gerald, employed by the city, condemn- 
ed it as injurious to the quality of the 
w ater. 


Second: The wooden pipe. It Is a 


true saying that constant dropping of 
water wears away a rock. The fric- 
tion of water rushing through a wood- 
en pipe under such pressure as it will 
bear, wears away the wood. Every- 
body has noticed the furrows worn in 
unpainted redwood shingles 
by 
the 


lain that runs down the roof. That 
water is not under pressure. 
It 
is 


eroding the shingles only during the 
thirty or forty rainy clays of the year. | 
But it wears the wocd fibre by merely i 
flowing over it. The steeper the roof. 
the faster the run off and more rapid 
the erosion. So, carpenters know that 
the flatter the 
roof-pitch, 
and 
the 


slower the run-off, the longer the life ' 
of the unpainted shingles. 
But the 


Bay Cities Company proposes to sell us 
a wooden pipe, through which the wa- 
ter runs, under pressure, more rapidly 
than doun the steepest roof, and where 
the erosion will be 
constant. 
The 


wood fibre planerl oft by the friction 
will reach us in our drinking water, 
and while we are drinking up the wood 
of which the pipe is made, it will get 
thinner and begin to toreak. It is the 
wooden pipe that forbids a 
gravity 


supply. It will stand only so much 
pressure, and it elevates to give 
a 


gravity supply with its necessary pres- 
sure, the pipe would burst. 


These are the physical features of 


the contract upon which the Bay Cities 
Company refuses to let the people pass, 
to ratify it or reject it, as they please. 


There is one feature In the contract 


and in the statement to the voters that 
is mixed legal and physical. The com- 
pany agrees that it will contract to 
"provide and convey to the city a wa- 
ter works system having a daily ca- 
pacity of twenty million gallons," a 
day. It can safely contract to provide 
and convey to the city a system of 
that capacity located 
on a 
desert, 


where there is no water at all. It 
will be observed that the Bay Cities 
Company offers for the sum of $3,750,- 
000 to convey to the city, "capacity," 
not water! It engages to convey no 
water at all, but capacity. 


As the company refuses to let 
the 


people see the contract and declines 
even to state what its physical features 
are to be, they must go elsewhere for 
information. I have gone to the orig- 
inal sources 
of 
information, 
from 


which the foregoing is derived, and I 
vouch for it and submit 
to 
public 


judgment.

RADICAL REFORMS 


FOR POLICE 


YORK, February 11. — Former 


Superintendent of Police Thomas 
F. 


Byrnes has discussed at length before 
the City Club body, which has come to 
be known as the "Committee of Nine,' 
suggestions for the rejuvenation of the 
New York police force, upon which 
subject the committee has been seek- 
ing light in various quarters. 


Radical plans of reform were out- 


lined by the former^chief. He propos- 
ed the placing of the appointment of a 
police commissioner for this city in the 
hands of the Governor and State Sen- 
ate. 


In his opening remarks he said the 


police commission should 
have 
a 


term of office of at least ten years and 
be removable only for malfeasance in 
office or neglect of duty, after trial by 
the Appellate Court. Absolute power 
of dismissal of subordinates on charges 
also was favored by Mr. Byrnes. He 
recommended four or five deputies to 
be' appointed by the commissioner from 
within the department. The flrst dep- 
uty should be, he believed, the execu- 
tive head of the department, from 
whom all 'Orders should emanate. The 
second deputy should^ be in charge tof 
the detective, force- of the entire city 
with other departments divided among 
the remaining deputies.

ing duungr the summer. 


Finley's lectures and writings deal 


chiefly with buds and bird life. They 


, are illustrated by pictures taken from 
j natuie by Fmley and his fellow worker 
H. T. Bohlman o£ Portland, Oregon. 
Most of these pictures were taken dur- 
ing Finley's undergraduate days. His 
work in college was chiefly in history, 
philosophy and English, but all spare 
time was devoted to. work with 
the 


camera in the forests or along 
the 


sea coast. More than twelve hundred 
plates have been secured, Including 
sea and land birds from a life series 
ot the golden eagle to pictures of the 
humming bird in full flight. The col- 
lection has been pronounced by John 
Burroughs, the famous naturalist, "the 
most complete both in scientific and 
aiustic "values I have ever seen." 


While in college and since gradu- 


ation Finley contributed articles to St. 
Nicholas, Country Life in America and 
other magazines. Last November he 
went 
East at the invitation of the 


American Ornithologists' Union, before 
which he delivered a series of lectures 
at 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. His 


work as a writer and lecturer attract- 
ed attention throughout the East. He

Hills of Berkeley Once

Masses of Ice, 


BERKELEY, Feb. 11.—Few people now 


live m Berkeley or who havp lived in 
the uni«ersity town would believe lhat 
the hills sloping to San Francisco bay 
were once covered by the ice of a great 
glacier. That sucha glacier aid exist has 
been announced by Captain A. S Bie-C", 
well known in federal circles as having 
charge of the refining department of the 
United States. 


Captain Blerce was first attracted by 


the polished surface of the locks leading 
fiom the bay past Stege station up to the 
rough and glacial rocks of the Berkeley 
hills. 
The glacier is supposed to hav- 
had its ofigin in the snow cap on the 
crest of the Contra Costa hills to the 
north of Grizzly peak. 
Besides Captain 
Blerce such noted Investigators as Mrs. I. 
A Coady of the Oakland school depart- 
ment. Professor Joseph Le Conte and 
Professor Lawson also have noted and 
studied this phenomenon.

Professor Henry Horse Stephens 


Tells How it Worked at 


Cornell University. 


BBRKKLKT, Feb. 11 —Under graduate 


student control Is a question agitating 
the university now. It is to be settled 
at an election soon, ^\hen students will 
vote on a. proposal to have a student'^ 
affairs committee, auxiliary to the faculty 
affair of that title. 


Speaking of the matter which is a pro- 


posal innovation, Professor Henry Morse 
Stephens said: ' 


**I saw something of the working of a 


ctudent council when a professor at Cor- 
nell University. 
The scheme there was 


to entrust the regulation of all student 
matters, especially cribbing, to a student 
council consisting of four members elect- 
ed from the senior class, three from *he 
junior cla&b, two from the sophomores 
a.nd one from the freshmen, presided ovoi 
by the president of the university. 


"This scheme did, noi u ork. well, for 


the representatives chosen by the differ- 
ent classes were chosen in certain cases 
rather for their notorious skin in break- 
ing rules than in ooserwng them. The 
fact that the president of the university 
was chairman of the committee caused 
the student body to believe that its rep- 
resentatives were too much under the In- 
fluence 
of the 
president and 
became 
.rather his advisers tha n h is equals in 
dealing with students' affairs. 
"I much prefer the scheme proposed by 
tha students of this university, oecaus*1 
the representatives of the student bodv 
will be their regular 
officers 
and " not 
specialy chosen for the purpose, and be- 
cause they will preserve their independ- 
ence from not being placed under the 
control of a chairman from the faculty. 
"Personally, I prefer Senior Control, as 
I believe the seniors are most fitted fiom 
their experience of college life to take 
charge of the honor of the university, but 
if we cannot have In the fullest meaning 


of the term Senior Control the plan pro- 
| posed seems to be an excellent substi- 
! tute." 


Professor Setchell states his opinions as 
follows: 


' In attempting to respond to your ln-\ 
vitation to give my opinion, as a mem- 
ber of the faculty, of the proposal to 
create a btudem committee on student 
affaiii,, I hnd it difficult to express my- 
self satisfactorily, since such an innova- 
tion would be of great importance and 
ought to be discussed from several points 
ot \ lew. 
I shall say only one or two 
words on some points which seem to me 
to be of especial Importance. 


If such a committee 
is 
appointed 
with the lull sanction and support ol the 
student body of the university, it will 
not need to have any disciplinary powers 
granted to it or shaied with it. In rnv 
opinion, the faculties of the univer&ity, hi 
whom the disciplinary power resides, 
could not delegate that po'wer, or even 
share it with, any persons outside their 
own body. 
Such a committee would, 
however, if it had the approval and sup- 
port of Its constituency, need 
nothing 
further than that support. 
It could pu*. 


Into operation any action it might deem 
necessary, short of actual 
violence 
or 
suspension from the university. Without 
that unanimous support and approval, 
such a committee cquld accomplish very 
little, no matter how great powers were 
conferred upon it in the beginning. 
"As an aid to both students and facul- 
ties in unraveling 
the 
often 
complex 
causes and motives 
underlying 
certain 
unfortunate happenings, such a commit- 
tee might, if properly constituted and 
supported, be of the greatest value. 
It 
xvould then be possible to bring befoi e 
both parties, students and faculties alike, 
such a mass ot information and opinion 
as to enable both sides to understand 
the case and the remedies which Jt 
might be necessary to apply. At least, 
it ought to present any serious misun- 
derstanding on either side, especially as 
to motives."

The , Southwest is the land of the 


windmill. Nowftere are so many mills 
to be seen, and 
nowhere is it 
seen 


used to advantage in so many ways. 
In Western Texas is one ranch which 
has 500 windmills at intervals over 
Its range. The pump of each mill is 
going-.constantly, day after day, the 
year 
round. The troughs are taus 


kept full of water and the cattle are 
never forced to go long distances to 
drink. 
f 
Many of the smaller ranches 
in 


Texas have 100 to 350 mills continually 
pumping water. The extensive intro- 
duction of 
the^windniill in cattle- 


raising has resulted in making: 
the 


cowpuncher of today a meclianic as 
well as a cattle-man. He is as much 
a pump rider as a range rider. On 
one side of his saddle he carries an oil 
can, on the other a. tool kit. His work 
Is to ride from mill to mill and see 
that all are in running order. Thous- 
ands of cattle in the West have grown 
fat and been sent to market without 
ever having seen a creek or drunk 
from a roadside puddle. Besides this, 
the -windmill drives farm machinery, 
irrigates fields, cuts corn and loader, 
churns butter, runs dynamos in small 
towns, and often forms-tie "water 
works" of a country village.

The event of the evening was a paper 
on Robert Lnuis Stevenson, 
by George 


St. John-Biemner of San Francisco. The 
essayist g-avo a history ot the author'! 
early life anil his struggle for existence 
on account of ill health, going over-his 
journejs to different climes, his residence 
in Italy, California and finally ill the 
South Seas in search of a place where 
he might live and his final settling m 
Samoa. 
He spoke ot his writings, his 
poetry, his essays and his romances, most 
interestingly and intelligently, and during 
the reading gave some extracts from 
some of Ste.-enson's writings. 
Being a 


musician, Mi. Bremner also sang some 
of the songs written by the author. At 
the close of Hie reading the essayist was 
given an unanimous vote of thanks. 
Several members of the local eociety 
spoke of the author and his writings 
among them, Hugh Hamilton who showed 
by his remarks a thorough knowledge of 
Stevenson and his works. 
He spoke rt 
the author's family being a family of 
engineers, his grandfathers having under 
great difficulties, erected the Bell ROCK 
lighthouse on a rock submerged sixteen 
feet at high tide. His father also was 
n engineer, but hp could not induce 
Robert Louis to follow that profession, 
and after the son had withdrawn from 
the law only appearing once in court, 
there 
was an 
estrangement 
between 
father and son. He spoke of the pride of 
the son who suffered hardships, because 
he would not receive assistance from 
home, on account of his pride, he having 
chosen a profession distasteful to his 
father he deudcd he must make his own 
way. Incidentally Mr. Hamilton gave the 
wife of the author great praise for hav- 
ing helped him so much in his last years. 
James P. Taylor, Chas. Kydd, Alex. C. 
Ballingall and D Edward Collins also 
made brief remarks on the life and 
writings of the author. Mr. Collins being 
detained did not hear the paper read, but 
he defended the author from the unjust 
criticism of many critics, stating that to 
properly understand Stevenson his writ- 
ing must be lead in their entirety and not 
in a pagmcntary way. 
He commended 
him for his being able fifteen or twenty 
years ago to -stem the tide of realism then 
having sway and turning it back again. 
He said Stevenson would long be remem- 
bered for the tragedy of his life—dying a 
young man not yet thirty-five years of 
age and having to flght and struggle 
against ill hualth. 
Vocal selections were given by G«o. A. 
ball, Hugh Forgie and John McMDUn. 
The literary committee were given a vota 
of commendation for the successful ev- 
ening's entertainment and Mr. Ballingall 
m tesponse for the committee announced 
that other programs of interest 
were 


being arranged.
